‘Whoete are the Official Terms cf Con- 
federation. 


The upanimity of the people of British 
Colambia in favor of Confederation is 
remarkable. No ove is ever heard op- 
posing it. Everywhere our people are 

weady to deal with the qnestion, not in a 
spirit of opposition, or factiously, but with 
the object of bringing the Confederation 
issue to a speedy and satisfactory conclu- 
sion Briti¢h Columbia may well claim to 
be the most ananimous people on this ques- 


tion in British America. It is a gratify” 
tact to be in a position to say so. 
The present happy condition of the pob- 
lic mind however is entirely attributable 
to circumstances: Firefly, all outside 
of the city of Victoria have long been 
thoroughly convinced that Confederatiun 
was to oar interest as well es-our des- 
tiny. Secondly, the leaders of the antl- 
Confederates in Victoria seeing that 
their. cause was hopeless, ailowed them- 
selves to be bought off, or it may be that 
seeing that opposition was hopeless they 
felt it was best to make a virtue of veces- 
sity and join the Confederate ranks, At 
any rate, how we bave en uoavimons peo 
ple,all in favor of Confederation-the differ- 
ences of opinion being merely as to mat- 
ters of detail. Suchibeing the case, we 
can discover no good reason for withbold- 
ing the official declarativn of the terms. 
If such. matter as the railway or dock 
still require time to adjust the details, 
there can be no objection to witbbolding 
those particular parts of. the terms. 
The remainder of the conditions ought, 
in oar opinion, to be given to the public 
at on given officially: It cer- 
tainly shows a high degree of distrust of 
the people, to keep the knowledge of 
what concerns the people, from the peo-

The Wews. 

Everybody ie waiting aoxiously for 
a battle, ot for peace, between France 
and Prussia. Which of the two wil) 
come first is very uncertaiu. The 
Fregch Emperor seems to be negotiating 
and fighting at the same time. We cin- 
not account fur the draft of the treaty 
that has-appeared in the London Times 
on any other principle. The terms of 
this rumored treaty are 80 very reason- 
able that we can see no good reason 
why Prnasia and Franco should not 


make peace and enter into an offensive 
and defensive alliance. Give Prussia all 
the Gérman States except Austrie, and 
what more could be asked? Give 
France, Belgium and Luxembourg, and 
what more could the French demand ? 
It isto be hoped that peace may be 
secared on these terms, So far as the 
interests of Europe are concerned, it 
would be far better served, if such petty, 
little sovereigntiés as Belgium and Lux- 
embourg were annexed to France ; and 
if euch fendalities as Wirtemberg, [esse, 
Bavaria and Baden were transferred to 
Praossis. So long as such patches 
of territory be allowed to remain 
indepeudent sovereignties, so long the 
peace of Escrope will be endangered. 
Amen might as well be allowed. 
- to keep an old, ricketty shonty in 
the middle of a thorough-fare, as for 
um and Loxembourg to be allowed 
to stand in the way of the natoral devel. 
opment of France. Let the German- 
ing race be one nationality; the 
renich-speaking race another.
